The locomotive jumped the tracks and overturned with a terrific 
craah, whipping its four coachee and baggage car over a 60-foot em­ 
bankment to the river. The baggage car and two coaches partially war# 
submerged. The other cars lay twisted along the river’s edge.

“At the other end of the car we 
saw something floating. 
When it 
came closer we saw it waa a 
baby’s head. 
There was a wo­ 
man's body under that of the baby. 
“One poor old man had bis log 
broke in three placet.” 
Formal Statement Offered 
A fonnal statement by the rail­ 
road said in part: 
“That the train waa wrecked de­ 
liberately was established upon in- 
vestigatlon of the track. All spikes 
on both sides had been pulled from 
the outside rail, next to the river. 
One end of the rail, the end facing 
the oncoming locomotive, was mov­ 
ed in 22 inches. The bolts had been 
removed 
from 
the 
splice 
bars 
which spliced this section of rail 
to the adjoining rails. 
“That the derailment waa the re­ 
sult of deliberate action was indi­ 
cated further by the fact that the 
end of the section of rail involved 
had been moved only 22 inches 
from its normal position, or the 
length of the bend wire, which con­ 
nects the rail sections and carries 
the electric current operating the 
signals. 
“The bend wire itself was not 
disturbed and the railroad digital 
system was unaffected. The fact 
that tbs bend wire waa nodlatnrb- 


ed definitely indicates that it waa 
intended that the train should get 
a clear signal and run into the re­ 
moved rail. If the bend wire had 
been broken, the train would have 
been stopped by algnal before run­ 
ning over the damaged section." 
'Full Investigation’ Promised 
The railroad promised a “full in­ 
vestigation into every angle of the 
case." Federal bureau of lavas*!- 
gallon agents from Pittsburgh en­ 
tered the Inquiry. 
The Manhattan limited rolled 
past the scene 20 •minutes earlier 
and 
railroad officials expreaaed 
suspicion that It might hav# been 
the object of a wreck plot. 
A track foreman told his infer­ 
ior: 
I 
“It looks like there wer* two 
men ru p— TDM Bad (hay knew 
what they ware doing. Tbsp were 
old railroad mas. They had to 
taka out tkrae bolts at each end 
of th# rail and had to pull 20 some 
odd spikes.” 
Andrew Kndra. 29. a Janitor at 
Allegheny general hospital, Pitts­ 
burgh. who had been visiting In 
Cleveland, took the train to get to 
work on time. He got there — but 
aa a patient. 
Kudra anid: 
“I waa In the smoker. AH of a 
sudden lights flashed in front of 
ma. The next thing I knew we were 
in the river. My chin was against 
a seat. There waa Iota of hollering 
all around Ma. The water waa up 
to my neck. Somebody yelled for 
me to get ouL I got out—I don’t 
know how.

a COORDING to the lataat poll, President Roost- 
volt's popularity now atands at an 
all-time 
high, a fact of more than ordinary importance at 
the m om ent There is good reason to believe that 
In the very near future, the President will have to 
rely on hie popularity with the people to sustain 
his first difficult decision in the wide field of dis­ 
cretion left open to him under the lease-lend law. 


Thla government’s decision to supply Great Brit­ 
ain with a variety of essential war material comes 
into direct conflict with Germany's determination 
to keep those material* from roaching their desti­ 
nation. The British are making no secret of the 
desperation of their commercial shipping position; 
it la, they eay, their most urgent problem—more so 
by far than preparations to resist invasion. 


The leaee-lend bill etatee that nothing In it "shall 
be construed to authorise or permit the authorisa­ 
tion of convoying vessels by naval vessel* of th# 
United States.” 
However, a proposal to prohibit 
American naval vessels, aircraft, soldiers or sailors 
from entering combat sones was rejected in the 
senate. 


In effect, the whole matter bae been left In the 
President's hands. Though the neutrality act of 
1939 forbids United States cltlsens (as well as any 
United States vessel) to enter * combat lone, It Is 
not clear what relation this ban bears to the Presi­ 
dent’s right as commandtr-ln-ohief of the army and 
navy to send naval vessels and psraonnel where he 
thinks they should be sent for th* protection of the 
United States. 
Success of Germany's counter-blockade of Britain 
will determine how soon th* convoy question as it 
affects th* United States will become scute. 
The 
question, Itself, has been In existence fr)>m the 
moment the United States m anifested determina­ 
tion to aid the British. It may be stated as a funda­ 
mental proposition of national policy that, having 
decided to ald Britain, th* United States will not be 
satisfied to let part—or all. according to Adolf 
Hitler’s threat*—o f Its ald end up o d the floor of 
th* Atlantic ocean.

REAT Britain’s attem pt to discount Germany's 
early Initiative in the air by conducting a more 
vigorous bombing offensive of Its own at tbs outset 
of the spring drive probably will mark the turning 
point of the war. There ere three mediums In which 
modern belligerents must match their strength to 
determine supremacy—land, aaa and air. 


Germany clearly la supreme on land. 
The ad­ 
vantage It gained there by winning the battle of 
Prance bas not been diminished by British success 
against Italian land forces in Africa and Greek suc­ 
cess in Albania. It German land forces. Instead of 
Italian land forcei, were fighting In the same places, 
the outcome 'probably would be different. 


On the sea. despite Intensification of Germany's 
counter-blockads, British naval power remalus su­ 
perior to the A xil combination. Shipping losses are 
heavy and will become heavier, but It must not be 
forgotten that whereas th# Axis Is preying °Q com­ 
mercial vessels, the 
British nary 
virtually 
has 
driven Axis commerce out of existence. On the seas, 
Great Britain retains the Initiative. The majority or 
Britain-bound busts are still getting through the 
blockade. 


Thus, the state of balance between land and water 
makes determination of air control seem to be the 
key of the war'i outcome, 
lf Great Britain can 
retain a reasonable measure of control over British 
air and at the same time demonstrate ability to do 
increasing damage to German cities and invasion 
bases, Germany cannot bring the war to a show­ 
down. Great Britain, on the other hand, with the 
aid of aviation production In the United States. 
might be able to use air power In combination with 
naval power to force a conclusion. 


That is the decision to be made In the coming 
weeks of the anxiously-awaited spring campaign to 
determine whether or not Adolf H itler and National 
Socialism shall be dominant, or whether their bld 
for power shall be denied by those who have no 
tolerance for brutalitarian government.

HILE it Is true that stoppages 
duo 
to 
industrial 
disputes 
thus far have been 
less costly 
than In 1917, It would have been a 
serious error for the administra­ 
tion to remain complacent about 
this favorable comparison. 
In 1917 the American armament 
program was superimposed upon 
an Industry which under tho pres­ 
sure of tho Allied purchases al­ 
ready was at full employment with 
a shortage of skilled labor and an 
inflationary rise in the cost of 
living. 
In the spring of 1940, when we 
began to arm, we were atm In the 
later phases of a depression with 
unemployment, unused plant capa­ 
city, and a deflated price level. 
The controlling reason why 1940 
saw fewer wage disputes than did 
1917 is that there always are fewer 
wage disputes during a slump than 
during a boom. 
And therefore, w e may be cer­ 
tain that the favorable comparison 
has been accidental and tempor­ 
ary, that as we now are moving 
rapidly toward full production and 
Ha social consequences, industrial 
disputes will surely multiply un­ 
less more effective measures are 
taken to prevent and adjust them. 
In fact, it already 
Is evident 
that 
g r a v e 
disturbances 
are 
threatened In many basic Indus­ 
tries this spring, and that by mid­ 
summer, 
when 
industry 
will 
be 
geared 
to 
mass production, 
the 
situation 
might 
easily 
become 
critical. 
T 
HE 
existing 
organiiatlon 
for 
promoting industrial peace la 
bound to be unsuccessful In prac­ 
tice because It la fundamentally 
unsound In principle. If It has not 
been 
worked 
badly, 
that Is 
be 
cause conditions temporarily and 
accidentally have been 
favorable 
and because Mr. Knudsen and Mr. 


I Hillman are men of Intelligence 
1 and good will. 
What the President bas sought 
to do Is to obtain the cooperation 
of management and labor in Indus­ 
try by setting up In Washington a 
dual 
directorate comprised of a 
co-operating 
manager 
and 
labor 
leader. 
This 
well-intended 
notion 
will 
not 
work 
under atrain. 
For 
it 
placea Mr. Knudsen in the role 
not of the national director of de­ 
fense production but in that of the 
representative of m anagement as 
distinguished from, and In some 
sense opposed to, that of labor. 
And It places Mr. Hillman In the 
role not of a defense commission­ 
er but of a 
representative and 
advocate of labor. 
The effect Is not only to divide 
authority where undivided author­ 
ity is most necessary but. even 
worse, th# effect Is to divide the 
personal 
responsibility 
both 
of 
Mr. 
Kuudsen 
and 
Mr. 
Hillman, 
making each of them the repre­ 
sentative 
of 
an 
interest 
rather 
than an executive officer of the 
national government. 


'T'H E Intention, no doubt, was to 
have m anagem ent and labor 
represented In the direction of the 
defense program. Hut what should 
be represented In the planning and 
direction of production Is not the 
Interest of management or the In­ 
terest of labor but only the na­ 
tional defense Itself. 
The Office of Production Man­ 
agement should see that munitions 
are 
produced. 
Other 
agencies 


should worry about the needs and 
the grievances of capital, of man- 
agement, of labor, of the consum­ 
er. The planning and direction of 
production requires an undivided 
attention and an undivided author­ 
ity which no com posite and repre­ 
sentative agency can ever have. 
The new board, which is now 
proposed, would seem, therefore, 
to be sound In principle because It 
separates 
the 
specific 
responsi­ 
bility for defense production from 
the general responsibility for main­ 
taining 
industrial 
p e a c e 
and 
healthy social conditions. 
It was a fundamentally bad form 
of organization, tor example, which 
placed upon Mr. Knudsen aud up­ 
on Under-Secretaries Patterson and 
Forrest*] the task of deciding large 
Issues of tax policy, price policy, 
financial policy, labor policy, social 
policy. Their talk la big enough to 
plan and obtain the production of 
munitions. The other problems to 
plan 
and obtain 
the 
production 
should be aettled elsewhere. They 
cannot manage the whole social 
economy of the United States. 
T 
HE setting up of the new lsbor 
board, 
representing 
manage­ 
ment. labor and the public, should 
be 
followed, 
therefore, 
by 
the 
liquidation 
of 
the 
Knudsen-HtU- 
man quality. 
The head of the Of­ 
fice 
of 
Production 
Management 
should be Mr. Knudsen. not as a 
representative of private 
manage­ 
ments, but Mr. Knudsen as produc­ 
tion manager for the United States 
government. 
It Is not In the slightest a re­ 
flection on Mr. Hillman to say that 
lf he has an executive office in the 
defense program. It should be not 
In the role of a labor leader but in 
that of a citizen — exactly like 
that of Mr. Knox or Mr. Patterson 
or any other experienced and ac­ 
complished man appointed to na 
tlonal office. 
In this role lsbor will be "recog­ 
nized" far more truly than lf he 
continues to appear In the much 
leas 
dignified 
role of a special 
pleader. 
There Is a proper place for epee­ 
ist 
pleading, 
for the representa­ 
tion of Interests, and for advocacy. 
But that place Is not In the plan­ 
ning and direction of the defense 
program. It 1s In such a board as 
la now proposed—-a board which 
not only can mediate in disputes I 
but also can become an organ for 
proposing to congress and to the 
administration 
measures 
to 
deal 
with the underlying causes of frlc- I 
tion and trouble. 
T 
HERE are bound to be many 
small and large causes of fric­ 
tion 
and 
trouble 
that 
must 
he 
dealt 
with, 
and 
the 
establish­ 
ment of such a representative and 
Independent agency should help to 
persuade the public to take a prac­ 
tical rather than an emotional and 
Impatient attitude toward organls 
ed labor. 
We roust remember that before 
private Industry felt able to accept j 
the defense contracts and go ful­ 
ly to work, it was necessary to j 
make

adjustm ents

War And The Farmer 


CYSTEM ATIC warnings to farmers against ex- 
pectins too much from the war are founded, of 
course, on experiences 25 years ago. Farmers are 
fond of recalling that the price of wheat, cotton and 
corn soared to unprecedented levels— not fond of 
recalling that even then exports were less than is 
commonly supposed and 
that exports today are 
virtually at a standstill. Nor are farmers fond of 
recalling that agricultural speculation caused by the 
war boom can be blamed tor many of the post-war 
headaches that plagued them and their government. 


There la however, a gleam in the darkness for 
farmers, even though It has been blacked out by 
warnings against expecting too much. 
Domestic 
factors played a large part In agricultural price in­ 
creases of the last year. On* of the factors was in­ 
creased consumption of 
farm products. 
Soldiers 
and sailors m ust eat extraordinary amounts of food 
to support them In their vigorous activities. 
In­ 
creased activity due to production for national de­ 
fense, together w ith increased buying power, may 
be expected to raise the rate of civilian consump­ 
tion of foodstuffs. 
The dom estic stimulation may 
be restricted In effect to reducing agricultural sur­ 
pluses, but even that would be some solace to farm­ 
ers wondering what the war boom holds in store 
for them.

grinding. 
It isn’t the only tide machine in 
the world, but it is the only one 
that has been developed to auch 
perfection. 
At any port where observations

never had been made for Pacific 
harbors there. 
C and G. Survey men now are 
In th# field making th# automatic 
gauge observations that are neces­ 
sary for harmonic prediction.

I UST as a labor-saving device, a 
.I num ber

nations, 
including 
France.

Since the present war, an am us­ 
ing thing ha* happened. Germany 
has 
refused

tables on those port* for which 
she was predicting. None of the 
conquered or Axis nations which 
formerly

tions have been allowed to send 
them out. 
It’s amusing, because although 
the tide-tables in any harbor of 
a country a t w ar might be Im- 
partant information to the enemy, 
there’s not a port from the Baltic 
to G tbralter where Disney’* staff 
couldn’t give you the hight and 
iowa to the Inch and within split 
seconds. And when the 1942 and 
j 1943 tables come off the press, the 
tide tables for all thoaa ports will 
be right there.

HE question. “W hat Is a hem ­ 
isphere?" suddenly has ceased 
to lie of interest to map-makers 
only. A senate resolution has put 
the world on notice that the United 
States will not recognize transfers

nou-Amerkan 
power to another. 
Efforts have been made to legis­ 
late against the sending of United 
States soldiers outside “the west- j 
e m hemisphere”. The resolutions ! 
have been silent on the bound-i 
arles of th* hemisphere, however. j 
A 
hemisphere 
Is 
a 
relatively 
new Invention, a s human history ! 
goes. In Biblical days men knew 
no terrestrial sphere to divide Into 
halves. The earth they thought of i 
was something like a platform sup­ 
ported on pillars, with the heavens 
as a canopy above it and dark 
waters beneath it. 
The 
Greek 
sages of 
Homer’s 
time, 
too. 
considered 
the 
earth 
to be flat, circular as a dining 
room table, with oceans washing 
its dim outer edges. Their divi- j 
slons of this flat earth were not 
hemispheres 
but 
“climates" 
or 
Bones, classified according to the 
plants and animals they contained, i 
It 
was Egypt, 
indirectly, 
that 
made the world a sphere. In the ( 
library of Alexandria, a thought-; 
ful astronomer of th# third cen­ 
tury B. C.. Eratosthenes, conclud 
ed that the earth was a ball and 
even computed Its circumference. 
He made what is believed to be 
the earliest division of the earth 
into 
“hemispheres'’, 
hut 
by 
a 
north-aouth classification. 
H 
IS pioneer “equator" was a line 
extended through the Mediter­ 
ranean and across Asia, called the 
parallel of Rhodes because that 
Island marked its center. It was 
about 2.DUO miles north of the true 
equator. Europe. Asia and Africa 
were the only continents Eratos­ 
thenes 
made 
room 
for 
on 
his 
sphere. 
It 
was 
more than 
1.7(H) years 
later that Columbus. Cabot, Ves­ 
pucci and their followers revealed 
two 
new continent* 
and 
Balboa 
unveiled a new ocean. While strug­ 
gling to crowd the vast new re­ 
gions on a chart of the world in 
1612, 
an 
obscure 
map-maker 
of 
Cracow, Stobnleza. dared to split 
the 
globe into two 
hemispheres 
for the first time. 
He let half of Asia lap over Into 
the 
new world circle. The cele­ 
brated cartographer Mercator 
in 
1538 used a scheme for showing 
the 
world 
in 
two 
heart-shaped 


hemispheres, northern and south­ 
ern. divided along the equator. 
Since 
then, 
geographers 
have 
encountered 
increasing 
difficulty 
in slicing the sphere into e a s t-1 
west 
halves. 
The 
only 
division 
about which they can be positive 
is 
that 
into 
the 
northern 
and 
southern 
hemispheres, 
with 
the 
respective pole as the exact cen­ 
ter of each and the unswerving 
equator as the dividing line. 
But for all other divisions, a 
hemisphere is merely any 180 de­ 
grees of the earth's surface, ac­ 
cording to choice, lf the dividing 
lines are to run through the north 
and south poles, and so m ark out 
so-called “eastern" and “ western'’ 
hemispheres, there can be a great 
many of them, varying with the 
meridian 
of 
longitude 
which 
I* 
arbitrarily chosen as the starting 
point. 


I N ADDITION to the element o f j 
x choice Involved in defining east­ 
ern and western hemispheres, there 
is the further difficulty that the 
great land m asses of the earth 
are so unequal in size as to defy 
pxact 
segregations 
in 
180-degree 
divisions. Europe. Asia. Australia, 
and Africa—generally thought of 
as belonging in the eastern hemi­ 
sphere — cannot be compressed 
into any true hemisphere because 
they stretch through 208 degrees 
of the earth's surface, a lap-over 
of 28 degrees. 
On the other hand. North and 
South America—the western hem­ 
isphere lands 
do not fill 180 de­ 
grees. When a full hemisphere is 
assigned to them, it necessarily 
cuts 
into 
European and 
Asiatic 
territory. 
Since 
no 
division 
of 
180-degree hemispheres can both 
Include 
the 
appropriate 
land j 
masses and exclude the inappro-' 


pilate ones, geographers have had 
to compromise along 
practical— 
but not straight—lines. 
Most map-makers have accepted 
the meridian 20 degrees west of 
Greenwich, England, as the boun­ 
dary line in the Atlantic between 
“eastern" 
and 
“ western" 
hemis­ 
pheres. 
Geographically, the meridian in­ 
cludes 
the 
Cape 
Verde 
Islands 
and The Azores in the western 
hemispheres, but actually these is­ 
land groups are associated more 
closely 
with the 
eastern 
hemis­ 
phere. 
The 
other 
borderline 
is­ 
lands are Greenland and Iceland. 
Few 
people dispute 
that Green­ 
land belongs logically in what has 
com# to be considered the world’s 
western half, but Iceland, the bulk 
of which is east of this line, has 
been classified 
by different geo­ 
graphers in both hemispheres. 
O 
N the other rim of the west­ 
ern 
hemisphere, 
thus 
delin- j 
eated, 
the 
boundary 
line 
would 
geographically be the m eridian 150 
degrees east of Greenwich. Such 
a line would divorce New Zealand 
from 
Australia, the 
easternmost 
extension 
of Siberia 
from 
the 
main bulk of the U. S. S. R , and 
many 
Japanese-mandated 
islands 
from Japan. 
Only map-makers, therefore fol­ 
low such a rigid definition of the 
western 
hemisphere’s 
western 
boundary, and they only to keep 
their circle round. Others general­ 
ly accept 
as a compromise 
the ■ 
international date lins. This flex­ 
ible time 
frontier bas 
bepn zig-; 
zagged so as to leave New Zea­ 
land in the eastern 
hemisphere, j 
all of the Aleutian Islands in the 
western, and all of Siberia in the 
eastern.

Apparent* 
ly. he did not Dud it before he died. 
Maybe that is Just what is needed for Mr. Wright#- 
man's automotivation.

Jo h n Bricelin, E a s t Liverpool's w alk ­ 
ing sp o rts encyclopedia, tells us th a t th e 1916 P o tte r five, th e first 
to e n te r the sta te m eet, w en t th e f a rth e s t— to the finals. 


T h a t team w as coached by Lowell Fess, son of th e late Sen. 
Sim eon D. Fess. F ess' son, S andy, played op posite H ow ard S m ith at 
a forw ard in th e sta te title tou rney , then held a t D elaware. Ronald 
‘ Dunk” Sm ith w as a t cen ter, w hile the g u ard s w ere Irvin V ornd ran 
an d N ate Allen. 
In 1920, Bricelin points out, Liverpool again bad a team that 
looked like a sure thing for the state title. However, it w as elim in­ 
ated In the playoff for the northern Ohio cham pionship by Cleve­ 
land East Tech on a foul shot, awarded after the referee tagged 
Forward Owen Buxton in the dying seconds of play for turning 
in the air in an attempt to get the ball.

It Is said the referee admitted his error and hung up bis shoes 
after the contest, never to officiate another game. 
Buxton’s m ates included Smith Davis, forward; Jam es Brown, 
center, and Ed Mange and Frank Manton, guards.

— an odd n u m b er— rem ained a fte r th e first round, in which th e P o t­ 
te r s w ere d efeated by M arietta. 
W’ell, th e boys needed an eig h th team to go on w ith th e ir tourney, 
so th ey allowed th e halers to d ra w lots to d e te rm in e who'd rem ain 
in the playoffs. F o rw ard Don DeBolt won th e d ra w for Liverpool 
As a consequence, the Potters Saturday morning found th em ­ 
selves back in the tourney from which they had been eliminated 
the night before.

Dissension had riddled the te a m 's m orale d u rin g the season, hut 
it had defeated C anto n M cK inley d u rin g re g u la r play. Dover, the 
1927 state champion, w ith four ho ld o vers from th e preceding year, had 
beaten the Potters d u rin g th e season. 
However, com e tourney tim e, the team pulled itself together 
to defeat Cambridge In the sectional m eet at New Concord. New 
Philadelphia then w as hurdled and Dover w as next, 33-12. In the 
latter contect, Crawford held “ Sucker” Lowe, all-atate forward in 
1927, without a point. After downing DBver, the Potters thrashed 
Coshocton, by 20 points In the final. Bloor led tourney scoring 
with more than 90 points, w hile Crawford w a s named all-tourna- 
ment team captain In lieu of his defenaive play. 
Accordingly, hundreds of Potter fans followed the team to Co­ 
lumbus, only to see It lose the first game to Canton McKinley, 
34-30, In an overtime. The Potters, who had beaten the Presidents 
on their own court during the regular schedule, led. 28-22, with 
only a minute and a half to go. Canton went on, only to bow to 
Dayton Stivers In the title playoff. 
* In 1934, on the basis of their season’s record, the Potters 
loomed as state title timber. However, sickness weakened the 
ranks on the eve of the sectional meet In which they soon were 
eliminated. 
Tom Dixon was coach then, with the team com prised of Bob S tew ­ 
a r t an d Dick W ith ero w on th e forw ards, W illard “ L an k y ” W eav e r a t 
c e n te r and Bill L aughlin an d Jim T u rn e r a t gu ards. T u rn e r s ta rre d a t 
M uskingum college a fte r h is grad uation from high school, while W eav ­ 
e r w ent on th e becom e M ount U nion's leading scorer. 
Again. In 1936, th e P o tte rs cam e u p with w hat ap peared a* a 
world beater. T h ey w en t to th e finals of th e T lltonville event, only 
to bow to B ridgeport, 57-48. At th a t tim e four te a m s went from Tilton- 
Ville to th e sectional a t Dennison, so both the p o tte r s and B ridgets 
m ad e th e trip, along with T oro nto an d Wellsville. 
However, at Dennison Bridgeport nipped Liverpool, 28-27, in 
a sudden-death overtime of the semi-finals. Porter Mackey, who 
had scored more than 300 points during the season, missed fire on 
an easy sucker shot just before the fourth quarter ended at 26-all. 
He didn't blow the game, but merely had a chance to win It, and 
didn't take it. 
The team, coached by Howard Linden, also included Bob Vo- 
cial, forward; Jim Proctor and Paul Shes, centers; Herman “Bud" 
Steffen. Charles Heasley end Dana Laughlin, guards. 
Bricelin, w h o ’s followed the Blue and White for more than

Basic Principles 


Well-designed, livable houses can 
be built economically if a few 
fundamental 
principle! 
are 
ob­ 
served, future home owners are in­ 
formed by federal housing admin­ 
istration officials. 
Good design needs no definition 
but livability may have several 
meanings because of its generality. 
FHA officials regard livability as 
being dependent upon adequacy of 
room 
area, 
the 
relationship 
of 
rooms to afford privacy, circula­ 
tion within and between rooms, 
room 
exposures, 
and 
equipment 
that provides for the convenience 
and comfort of the occupants. 
Ellmlnats W asts Space 
A practical relationship between 
livability and economy requires the 
elimination of waste space, espe­ 
cially in hall areas. 
Rooms, it is 
pointed out, must be planned for 
dual purposes whenever possible 
so as to accommodate as many liv­ 
ing requirements as are likely to 
be presented. 
An economical plan would also 
provide rooms whose shapes and 
wall space permit the us© and 
arrangement of essential movable 
furniture without excessive floor 
ares. 
The question of whether a dining 
room is a luxury or a necessity in 
the low-cost home is Invariably a 
factor for consideration. 
In minimum homes, cooking and 
dining, or living aud dining may 
be combined in one room in the in­ 
terest 
of economy, although 
in 
more pretentious homes these func­ 
tions are usually separated. 
Combine Dining Room 
Most builders now feel that a 
compromise can be effected for the 
small, low-cost home by combining 
the dining function with 
either 
that of cooking or living.

since dining space is required for 
use for only about three hours 
each day.

reasonably close together. 
2. Housekeeping convenience Is 
increased when there is sufficient 
space to permit the bed to be made

3. Window openings should not 
occur immediately over a bed espe­ 
cially near the head of the bed.
